BUS PETITION 
HEARING 


Strong differences of. opinion were 


manifested at the adjourned hearing 
on the petition "for a bus'line, held 
before the Public Utilities Commis- 
sion of Rhode Island in Providence 
on Thursday. 
The hearing was on 


the petition- of the Newport Elec- 
tric Corporation to operate a bus line 
through! Thames sV.tpcft and 'othjor 
streets in connection with, its trolley ! 
system. The hearing was begun sev- 
eral weeks ago, but for a number 
of reasons had to be postponed until 
Thursday. 


William P. Sheffield appeared to 


represent the petitioners, while Will- 
iam A. Peckham represented the 
Newport & Providence .Railway Com- 
pany and Frank F. Nolan the jit- 
ney drivers, both being in opposi- 
tion. 
City Solicitor represented the 


board of aldermen, who had passed 
resolutions in opposition to the plan. 


Mr. Peter King of the King-Mac- 


Leod Company, believed that 
the 


busses would be a good .tiling to 
bring residents into the business sec- 
tion, which is not now covered by 
trolley service. He thought that the 
busses could be operated 
through 


Thames street without detriment to 
other traffic. 
Several other, citizens 


were heard, both in favor • and op- 
posed to the petition. It was stated 
that tfle bus proposition was for the 
purpose of putting the Newport & 
Providence Railway out of business, 
but this was denied by the petition- 
ers. 


Chairman Bliss intimated that it 


had been the policy of the board not 
to grant such 
petitions 
in cases 


where other agencies would be in- 
terfered with, unless there was com- 
plaint as to the quality of the ser- 
vice offered, which was not true in 
the present instance. 
Decision will 


be announsed later. 


Oil, STHAMflR BURNED 


Thc stranded oil tanker, Llewelyn 


Rowland, whose cargo of heavy fuel 
oil has threatened tor destroy tha 
shores and beaches of Newport and 
vicinity, has this week been given as 
a prey to the 'flames, and the suc- 
cess of .this method of removing the 
danger of its further pollution of the 
waters has exceeded all expectations. 
The fire- was set last Saturday by 
representatives of the United States 
Engineer 
Department, after many 


conferences regarding the possibili- 
ties, and with grave doubts in the 
minds of all those in authority rs to 
vhether fire would remove thc men- 
ace .of thc oil. 
Inasmuch as the 


cargo has burned steadily ever sir.ce 
it was ignited, it is reasonable to 
suppose that by far the greater quan- 
tity of the cargo will be fully con- 
sumed before the fiames burn them- 
selves out. That the people of New- 
port are greatly relieved at this dis- 
posal of a dangerous situation goes 
without saying. The next step will 
be the removal of the nasty mess 
that, n!l^ already come ashore and 
has damaged some of the beaches. 
The management of the 
Spouting 


Rock Beach Assoriation have already 
made a contract for the removal, of 
the mess on that beach, which caught 
the full force of thc oily drift, at a 
cost said to be about $10,000. Thus 
far Easton's Beach has practically 
escaped the attack of the oil. 


It was last 
Saturday morning 


after long ami careful study of the 
situation, and after consultation with 
men who had had long experience 
with wrecks and with oil in many 
forms, Major Peterson of the Engi- 
neer Department, headed an expedi- 
tion! to the; wreckj. determined to 
make one attempt to remove 
the 


mess. The plan had been carefully 
worked out in advance, and experi- 
ments had been made on a small 
scale to determine the possibility of 
firing the heavy cold oil with an as- 
surance that the cargo would be con-

laid near by, and a heavy fuse was 
placed to communicate the -flame to 
the pwder. When all was in readi- 
ness the fuse was lighted and the 
party withdraw in their small boat 
to a safe distance to watch the effect 
of their work. The gunpowder was 
fired promptly, and the gasoline then 
biazed 
up, 
while 
the 
engineers 


watched with much anxiety to see if 
the flames would ignite the heavy 
oil. After a t'me the oil began to 
warm up and vaporize, and then thc 
heavy smoke indicated that the start 
at least was a success, but the "ques- 
tion still remained as to whether the 
oil could be consumed before the 
vessel 
should break 
up. 
As the 


hours passed, and then the days, and 
smoke nnd flame continued to pour 
out of the ship, it became certain 
that the greater part at le^st of tha 
cargo would be destroyed.

BROADWAY PROGRESSING 


Work on Broadway has at last 


reached a point where day by day 
steady progress can be seen. Tho 
preliminary work has been practically 
completed on thc cast side of the 
street from Lake's Corner to a long 
distance out, so that the big concrete 
mixer is pouring the material for.the 
finished surface and is stepping right 
along hour by hour, with a large force 
of i:ien shovelling material into its 
capacious mouth whlie another force 
follows behind smoothing out jite 
concrete into the finished pavement. 
-•;; unfortunate feature of the work 
i; that thc pivement is required to 
set and cure for a period of thirty 
days after laying, so that it will not 
Le ready for use for some time yet. 
However, it is really en«mraginK ••> 
see the work going forward so rap- 
idly. 


Tho pouring of the • concrete was 


begun at the- end of thd wooden 
block pavement just above the Sol- 
diers and Sailors' ''Monument. 
At 


that point the roadway is very wide, 
so that it had to be divided into two 
sections, the one near the car tracks 
being poured first; the other section 
will be left until the concrete mixer 
comes back down thc road to finish 
the job. Below Cranston aveliue thc 
road narrows up, and here the whole 
width is poured, making a line surface 
from the car tracks to the curb. As 
the surface dries out it is covered 
with earth and this will not b* swePl 


off for thirty days as it is a part of 
the curing process to assure the sta- 
bility of the pavement. 


It looks as though the entire width 


of Broadway might be closed to traf- 
fic in the next few weeks. 
It will 


hardly be feasible to wait until the 
east 
side/is ready for use before 


opening the west side, and if this is 
done there will be no opportunity for 
traffic of any kind on thc street. 
However, even this inconvenience can 
be put up with, for the sake of hav- 
Jng n good roadway there before 
summer opens. 


Much . inconvenience is caused to 


motorists by the absence of warning 
signs at the Kay street entrances to 
the cross streets. Many take advan- 
tage of Kay street to avoid the con- 
gested condition of Broadway, and 
while' most Newporters know that 
the certain crossings arc impassable, 
those from out of town do not. Con- 
sequently many autos get caught at 
the dead ends of the narrow streets 
and are compelled to turn around 
urdcr difficulty.

The minority's schedule ot surtax 


rates was approved, 45 to 40, while It 
revision of normal rates was adopted 
"44 .to 37. The Republican Insurgents 
Joined with the Democrats in support 
Ing the entire program. 
The Senat 


was sitting in committee ot tho whole 
so that the schedule will come u 
again. 


Chairman Smobt, of the Pinanc 


Committee, said that when the bl 
came up for final passage, he woul 
propose a compromise, as was done 
in the House alter the Democratlo

there. He Is hopeful that the Senate 
will accept the compromise as the 
House did. 


The surtax rates written into the 


bill provide for a reduction ot the 
present maximum of 40 per cent and 
for corresponding revisions all along 
the .line. They are almost similar to 
those adopted by the House. 


The normal rates accepted wers . 


two per cent on the .Irst |4,000 ot 
Income; four per cent on the second ' 
$4,000, and six per cent on all above 
}8,000. This compares with the pres- 
ent rates of four per cent oa the 
first J4.000 and eight per cent abovs 
that amount. 


In adopting the Democratic sub- 


stitute, which was offered by Sen- 
ator Simmons, of North Carolina, the 
Senate moved with startling rapidity. 
The flnt vote came within a HUla 
more than an hour after consideration 
of the tax bill had been resumed. Ths 
others followed in rapid succession. 


Thirty-five Democrats, seven Insur- 


gent Republicans and one Farmer- 
Labor member supported the surtax 
rates proposed by Senator Simmons; 
Two Democrats—Senators Bruce, of 
Maryland, and Edwards, of New Jer- 
sey—opposed them. The vote on ths 
Simmons normal rates wai a slight 
variation from this.

Washington.—President Coolidge Is- 


sued a proclamation establishing an 
embargo against the thlpmeut of 
arms and war munitions to Cuba. Sec- 
retary Hughes authorized the state- 
ment that:the action was taken be- 
cause the Cuban Government, In view 
of the revolutionary movement In the 
province of Santa Clara, bad brought 
"the condition of violence existing In 
Cuba formally to the attention ot the 
American Government," and asked 
that such a proclamation be Issued. 


"The 
revolutionary 
outbreak In 


Santa Clara province,1' said tbo an- 
nouncement, "was also reported to 
the department by the American Am- 
bassador In Havana, and the depart- 
ment was also advised that certain 
arms and munitions were being ac- 
cumulated in various parts of Florida 
for possible export to Cuba, to bo used 
in an Insurrection."

The proclamation, which makes tn 


exception in favor ot the exportation 
of such arms and munitions as are 
approved by the Government (or ship- 
ment to the Government of Cuba, was 
as follows: 


By the President ot the United 


States of America. ' 


A proclamation: 
. 


Whereas Section 1 of a joint reso- 


lution ot Congress, entitled a "Joint 
resolution to prohibit the exporta- 
tion of arms and munitions of war 
from the United States to certain 
countries and for other purposes," 
approved Jan. 31, 1922, provides as 
follows: 


"That whenever the 
President 


finds that In any American country, 
or in any country in which the 
United States exercises extraterri- 
torial Jurisdiction, conditions of do- 
mestic violence exist which are or 
may be promoted by the use ot 
arms or.munitions of war procured 
from the United States, and makes 
proclamation thereof, It shall be un- 
lawful to export, except under such 
limitations and exceptions as the 
Pres'.Ient prescribed,, any arms or 
munitions of war from any place In 
the United States to such country 
until 
otherwise ordered 
by 
the 


President or by Congress." 


And whereas it' Is provided by 


Section 11 of the said Joint resolu- 
tion that "whoever 
exports any 


arms or munitions, of war in viola- 
tion of Section 1 shall on conviction 
be punished by fine not exceeding 
|10,000 or by imprisonment not ex- 
ceeding two years, or both": 


Now, 
therefore, '., Calvin Cool- 


idge, President of the United Slates 
of America, acting under and by 
virtue of the authority conferred In 
me by the said Joint resolution of 
Congress, do hereby declare and 
proclaim that I have found, ts hat 
been formally represented to this 
Government by the Government of 
Cuba, that there exist In Cuba such 
condition" 
of 
domestic 
vlolso.?*

No one could say 


exactly where the vault was until Ce- 
cil Pagef, owner of the Bull Inn, built 
nearly 700 years ago, recently dls 
covered one in his stables and found 
the coffin of Carlow. 
The stables 


stand on the ground that -was pre- 
pared before his death. 


"Be left no money to provide the

N 
one can say why the tombstone Is s 
far away from the vault." 


The bread-giving ceremony, which Is 


carried out in the presence of the 
vicar and church wardens, consists of 
prayers nnd address, after which 120 
quarter loaves are distributed to the 
poor.—Cincinnati Enquirer. 


Oldest British Custom 


Revived During the War 


When the war Hung the world Into 


conf-jsk'!! It luld lie bund on the old- 
est custom In the British Isles, a most 
curtuus practice that had come from 
the far-off time of the Druids and hud 
nourished from then without a break 
until the ycur l'J15. 
In Uurghead, a 


little llshlng place on the Moray firth, 
this custom had Iwen practiced from 
the very Unwn of human society. It 
Is the strungu rltunl of the burning of 
the clavle. 


The clavle Is made of s half barrel 


roughly put together and attached to 
a' long pole by which It is carried. A 
stone Is used to hammer In the wood- 
en pegs that serve for nails, for It Is 
considered as unlawful to allow Iron 
to touch the wood. Old tales tell how 
a wicker basket with a fish Inside 
used to be burned. Perhaps when the 
first Druid lighted the first clavle the 
sacrifice was something greater than 
a 
fish. 
Within more recent times 


neither basket nor fish appears, but 
the clavle Is filled with chips of wood 
and 
shavings 
plentifully 
sprinkled 


with tar. The whole mass Is set on 
flro by means of burning peat. 


With an oilskin over his shoulder, 


the clavle bearer lifts his burning bur- 
den on his back and sets off to the site 
of a Roman camp, rocky promontory 
that thrusts Itself out Into the sea. 
Here a stone pedestal has been erect- • 
ed to hold the fire. 


In this strange ritual Druldlca] and 


Christian customs are strangely In- 
terwoven. The lighting with pcut was 
pagan nnd harks back to tho sacrificial 
•fires of Baal. The circling of the vil- 
lage sunward is from the same source" 
To the Druids the sun wns an Imme- 
diate object of worship. The use of 
wooden pegs rather than of Iron nails 
and the use of n stone Instead of a 
hammer nre Christian, for the early 
Christian would not use the Iron with 
which our Lord wns nailed to the 
cross. 


Why the custom lingered In quaint 


Uttle jjurghend we cannot tell. 
In 


1815 the admiralty forbade the show- 
Ing of all lights seaward and the calvle 
was left unklndled. In'lOlfl, however, 
this sole British survival of the wor- 
ship of fire, the first of all religions 
and rituals, was rekindled.

cal examinations of both classes of 
banks are made. 
If undesirable se- 


curities are found or unsafe methods 
of business are disclosed, the bank 
commissioner or tha comptroller, as 
the case may be, generally gives direc- 
tors and stockholders an opportunity 
to correct abuses and make good on 
poor securities before taking the more 
drastic action of closing the bank. 
Generally speaking, there Is no differ- 
ence In the safety of state and nation- 
al banks.

Chief Born Near St Paul. 


Chief Little Crow was born near the 


present site of this city In the Indian 
village of Knposln. Ha was chief of 
the Knposla tribe. At first he followed

treaty of 1851 he bcgnn to manifest n 
spirit of restlessness nnd a growing 
feeling of hatred for the whites. Final- 
ly he Joined an uprising In ISO?, when 
the Indians left the reservation alloteil 
to them In northern Minnesota. There 
was a general massacre of the whites 
August 18, 1862, In which 1,000 were 
slain. The Indians were defeated and 
dispersed by Gen. Henry \V. Slbley at 
Wood Lake, Minn., September 23, 1802.

An examination made not long ago 


in London' disclosed the fact "Unit Ibe 
largest eggs said there came from 
Dentiis'rK.

ity of tliem weigh more tlmn two 
and one-half ounces. 
The average 


American egg has been found to weigh 
two,and two-sevenths ounces.

lightest Danish egg's weigh as much 
as the heaviest French esgs.

Is a popular high- 
yielding variety, have resulted In con- 
siderable progress. 
Enough seed for 


general distribution Is not yet avail- 
able, however. 
Specimens of this 


smooth-awned barley are to be seen In 
(he ofllce of cereal Investigations of 
the department. These awns are so 
smooth that they may be pulled across 
the face in either direction without any 
rouglmess being apparent except st the 
tip. 


Act as Safety Valve. 


In these Investigations it was found 


unwise to eliminate the awns entirely 
because they serve a definite purpose. 
When tlley are removed from the 
growing head by clipping, 'be ash Is 
deposited In the rachls, or siniill stem 
to which the kernel Is attached, mak- 
ing It more brittle nnd allowing the 
grain to shatter easily. The awns, it 
seems, act as a sort of safety valve or 
storehouse for this excess material. It 
has been found more practicable to de- 
velop a variety with a smooth awn 
than to remove It entirely. 


Sinantli-nwned bnrleys are still In 


the experimental stage. Several high- 
yielding strains adapted to different 
cllnmllc conditions are ready for In- 
crease to larger pluts and field culture. 
Whether they can compete willi the 
rbugli-uwned varieties remains to be 
determined.

'i'ljc brief description of each of the 


Important potato-tuber diseases with 
reference to tbe most practical meas- 
ures of control Is given In a new bulle- 
tin Just Issued by the United States 
Department of Agriculture, as Farm- 
ers' Bulletin 1307, Control of Potato- 
Tuber Diseases. The measures for the 
control of the various diseases, says 
the author of the bulletin, should be In 
strict conformity with the nature of 
the trouble and Its cause. Therefore a 
clear conception of the peculiar char- 
acteristics of each disease Is neces- 
sary for Its successful combat. 


The bulletin seeks to present this 


Information in such a way that the 
grower and the dealer may be able to 
understand the various troubles urn 
prevent them If possible or to seek the 
assistance of a specialist whenever

Blackstrap Molasses Is 


Used to Fatten Steers 


That there Is a limit to the quantity 


of blackstrap molasses which can be 
added with economy to a rntloa of 6.4 
pounds of cottonseed meal and 
4Q 


pounds of corn silage for fattening 
yearling steers was shown in a test 
made by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture In co-operation 
with -the Louisiana Experiment sta: 
tlon. 
: 


Two lots of nine 700-pouncl steers 


were fed -for 112 days. 
Forty-six 


pounds of silage per steer per day 
was practically the limit of their ca- 
pacity. Lot 1 was,fed 5.42 pound* of 
molasses per steer daily, while lot 2 
was fed 8.07 pounds ,of molasses p«r 
steer dally. 
As lot 1 gained 2.48 


pounds per steer dally, while lot 2 
gained only 2.41 pounds per steer 
dally, It Is evident that 2.95 pounds of 
molasses was wasted daily per steer 
In lot 2. The results In lot 2 might 
have been more favorable to the, use 
of so much molasses had the cotton- 
seed-meal ration bwn reduced to 8.6 
or 4 pounds. In th'i test, \tt 1" con- 
sumed 1.8SO pounds of silage, 2.18 
pounds of cottonseed meal, and 218 
pounds of molasses per 100 pounds 
gain, while lot 2 required 2 per cent 
more silage, 3 per cent more cotton- 
seed meal, and 64 per cent more mo- 
lasses to produce 100 pounds of gain. 


Early Seeding Advised 


for Big Yield of Oats 


Early seeilinj: nf oats Is the first 


essential, says the United States De- 
pnrlmont of Agriculture, for maximum 
yields. 
In most sections oats should 


be sown as early ns It Is possible to 
get on the land.to prepare a seed bed. 
Tht§ crop develops best In cool weath- 
er and frequently Is Injured by a 
few hot days during the ripening 
period. For this reason early seeding 
Is practically always advisable. 


The date of seeding largely depends 


on the locality imcl the season. In the 
corn belt the best time usually Is dur- 
ing the latter part of March or early 
April. In the more northern oat sec- 
tions seeding wheat usually Is not 
possible until late April. 
In back- 


ward and unfavorable seasons the 
seeding may have to be delayed until 
early May. 


Where oats follow corn, potatoes, or 


other 
cultivated 
crops, 
trie 
land 


should not he plowed as a rule, but 
should be disked and harrowed suf- 
ficiently to moke a loose, friable seed 
bed about three Inches deep. Spring 
plowing usually results In a less sat- 
isfactory seed bed, as there Is not 
sufficient time for the soil to become 
well sallied before seeding. Further, 
'spring plowing is more expensive, nnd 
thus adds to the coat of production.

Sunlight and New Soil 


Needed by Baby Chicks 


Sunlight plays an Important part In 


ths growth and development of chicks, 
experiments conducted at the Kansas 
Agricultural college Indicate. An out- 
tide run where the chick! are exposed 
to direct sunlight an soon as they, learn 
to return to the warmth of the brood- 
er Is recommended. 
When hens are 


used for brooding, the chicks may b« 
allowed outside from the first. Chtctf 
two weeks o!n*, with access to open 
range and plenty of green feed, may 
be hopper fed on dry maah. 


Whole wheat and kaflr may be grad- 


ually added to the grain f«ed». Where 
possible, brooder houGei and broody 
coops should be placed In new loca- 
tions each year so ai to avoid con- 
tamination from the outside runs. This 
sanitation provision appliei particular- 
ly to the control of Intestinal para- 
sites, ponltryraen advise. 


Tank to Treat Potatoes 


Is Highly Recommended 


Those who expect to treat their po- 


tatoes before planting this 
season 


would do well to make their plans for 
building a treating tank If one Is nol 
available.

cafie the main grain for poultry feed-

better nowadays to feed wheat. 


Corn and wheat are really about 


equal In poultry feeding value, al- 
though wheat can be fed alone better 
than corn because the latter lj more 
fattening.
